TO ANNEX US
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Campaign is Already On

tu Accomplish the
End.

CONGRESSMEN ENLISTED

TO FIGHT THE BATTLE

Supposed That it Will Work Out

Difficulties of the Territory-Prosp- ect

to Proposal to be

Made in Congress.

The following report of the move
ment to join Hawaii's Interests villi
thoso of California was forwarded by
the Doric mall to leading ncnBnapers
of tbc States. The correspondent
Btntcs that the rampalpn for annexa-
tion to California Is a well established
fact:

There Is a stroiiR movement on foot
In Honolulu, backed by many promi-
nent business rncn, Republicans and
Democrats alike to hae the Ter
ritory of Hawaii annexed by act of
Congress to the State of California as
n, county or counties thereof.

Tills Is a rplnl of the proposition
which was suggested prior to tho an-

nexation of the Islands, but which was
frowned down at that tlmo by the men
In control of Island politics, because It
threatened to take the political power
out of tho bands or the then, ruling
faction. The movement which has In
the past year become too populur tn
longer bo repressed will In nil prob-
ability bo again bitterly opposed 'by
the present local Roxcrnment, ns soon
as all the facts of tho revival find lis
causes become public here, which will
be within n few weeks.

Tho matter has been already brought
to tho attention of the authorities tit
Washington, ntul there Is cry good au.
thorlty for stating that It has already
been favorably received by tho Presi-
dent who, It la said, sees that will cut
the Hawaiian flonllan knot nnd dispose
of tho present vexatious political situa-
tion here. In this connection It may
be positively stated that at least fho
or six leading Congressmen have al-

ready been sounded by letter and In
every Instance favorable replies havo
been received, and In spmo Instnncca
full support promised. .

At a conference held recently it w.13
determined to submit a formal state-
ment of tho schemo for annexation to
California to tho President nnd the
next Congress nnd urge that immedi-
ate action be taken on the proposition
as soon as Congress sits. Dr. David
Starr Jordan now in Honolulu has pub-
licly endorsed the plan and believes
that It will retch e tho hearty surport
of tho voters of California without re-

spect to party politics, as soon r.s a
statement of facts Is submitted. Dr.
Jordan yesterday bald that If the plan
can be carried out, as ho thinks It
will, California will at onco becomo
the foremost Stato of tho Union for
diversified Industries.

It is believed hero that If tho consent
of California can bo obtained, with Its
present backing hero and In Washing-
ton, Han nil will becomo a portion of
California within a tnr or eighteen
months. Should Congress net favorab-
ly the time limit would depend upon
whether California's consent could bo
expressed by leglBlatlvo enactment or
must be given by n constitutional
amendment. It was tho original Inten-
tion of the promotets of the movement
hero to fltst present tho nlan to Cali-
fornia through Washington; tho fact,
however, that silch a movement was
under waynlcaked out with tho result
that It has be?n very generally endors-
ed, In many Instances by largo planta
tion nuiTcbis wnicn were opposed to
the scheme prior to annexation.

The friends of tho movement hero
point out that California will recolvn
equal benefits with Hawaii without In- -
creasing tho expenses of tho Stato gov
ernment in nny wny. On the other
hand her revenues will be largely In
creased Dy live addition of over one
hundred millions of taxablo nronorty.
Tho Increase of commercial Importance
and tho addition of the Increasing Ha.
walian sugar output to California's In-

dustries, It Is thought, will ndvanco
ner political Influence and strengthen
her voice In tho counsels of tho nn
tlon to such an extent ns will greatly
overbalance tlie minor local or party
oojecxions wnicn might be brought
forward.

Tho present movement for annexa
tion to tho Stato of California has been
revived In earnest owing largely to th
unsatisfactory condition of local

nnd politics, which would nt once
disappear under tho State government
or California. It ! ho growing feel-
ing among all classes hero that unloa
with California Is the only way to
oreak the power of tho Dole, or mis
sionary government,, nnd that portion
of the planting Interests which Is sup-
porting the present government In a
well laid schemo to curtail nt every
point the political liberty of the peo-
ple of Hawaii for personal and finan
cial ends. The many foolish legislative
acts and the general policy of native
obstruction in politics here since an-

nexation have been largely caused by
tho constant pressure brought to bear
at this point by the local government
and Its nnrrow circle of political
friends , It Is believed that a policy of
conciliation, even If now offered by
the Dole government, would be barren
end worse than useless. The popular
demand Is for n change of some kind,
and annexation to the State of Califor-
nia Is thought lo be the qulckctst and
safest solution.

Vendrell who arrived at Hono-
lulu on March 22d from I'orto Rico has
been commissioned by the Hawaiian
Sugar Planters Association to visit tho
Islands of Maul and Hawaii for tho pur-
pose of examining the condition and
accommodations for tho laborers who
are expected to arrive here. Mr. Ven-

drell when seen on tho island of Ha-
waii by n Ilullctln reporter, stated Out
tho laborcv'J. particularly on the Union
nnd Kohala plantations wcro happy
nnd contented, ns likewise elsewhere
and so will report.

Tho entire system of railroads In Kt.
hcl, II, C. & S. Co., Pnla and Hamakua-pok- o

plantations, as well as all now
lines of railway havo been changed to
a three-fo- gunge. In order to corres-
pond with the Knhulul railway Rjstciu.
Qpreckolsvllle alone has somo seventy
miles.

Surveys have been mado for an ex-

tension of tliojtahulul railway system
from tholrj main lino near Spreckels-vlll- c

extending to the Pnla and llama-kuapok- o

mills, a distance of five miles,
and hnvlng an a vera go grade of GO

feet to the mile, and enabling them to
take sugar direct from both mills for
shipment to Knhulul. It is contem-
plated to build this road In time to
handle the crop of 1902.

The Haiku Sugar Co. at Haiku on
Maul has finished grinding for tho sea-
son; the output being !G00 tons.
